The word Kaster, like the names 
of the days of the week, is a sur- 
vival from the old Teutonic myth- 
ology. According to Bede it is 
derived from Boatre, or Ostara, the 
Anglo-Saxon goddess of spring, to 
whom the fourth month, answering 
to our April, then culled Kostre- 
monatb, was dedicated. This 
month, Hede informs us, was the 
same as " Metnsis Paschalos," when 
" the old festival was observed with 
tbe gladden of a new solemnity."

with the other the observance of tha 
day of the week, was the leading 
principle. In the absence of any 
authoritative decision as to the day 
to be observed, and the proper mode 
of calculating it, other discrepancies 
arose, which led to controversies and 
dissensions, which distracted the 
church and became a source of mock- 
ery and ridicule to the unbelievers. 

This diversity of usage was gra- 
dually brought to an end by the 
verdict of the Church of. Rome. 
The Roman Christians adopted the 
ordinary Gentile usage, which with- 
in certain limits, place tbe obser- 
vance of the Crucifixion on a Friday 
and that of the Resurrection on the 
following Saturday. 

The Roman rule was finally estab- 
lished in Kngland by Archbishop 
Theodore in 669. This rule may be 
stated briefly thus : Kaster Day is 
first Sunday after tbe 14th calendar 
moon, which happens on or after 
March 21st. 

This calendar moon, however, is 
not the moon of the heavens, but an 
imagined moon created for ecclesi- 
astical convenience in advance of the 
real moon. 

After nine centuries a fresh dis- 
crepancy in the observance of Easter 
between the Roman and English 
Church was caused by the refusal in 
England to adopt the Gregorian re- 
formation of the calendar iu 158a, ap- 
parently for. no other reason than 
that the alteration had originated in 
Rome. This different was put to an 
end in 1752, when the new style was 
adopted in the United Kingdom. 
The Churches of Russia and Greece, 
and the Oriental churches generally, 
still observe the unreformed calen- 
dar, their Kaster falling sometimes 
before ai icr that of 

the Western churches. Very rarely, 
as in 1S65, the two coincide.

Facta Worth Knowing. 

In all ages the plentifulnese of 
food or its shortage has meant vic- 
tory or defeat. When Napoleon 
made his great drive on Moscow, he 
accomplished his military objective, 
but be went down to defeat because 
he could not keep open his lines of 
communication. 

Italy lost a quarter of a million 
men to the Teutous because of hun- 
ger a few mouths ago. 

Napoleon's food ran short, his 
soldiers hungered while he had 
Russia on her knees and was him- 
self still the military genius of old, 
starvation forced his retreat. 
And so it will be in all ages and all 
limes. A well nourished body 
meatjs victory, whether in civilian 
or military pursuits, while a hun- 
gry person can neither fight nor 
work. 

This country has been asked to 
save wheat, fats, and sugar. Why ? 
Wheat is the grain most easily 
transported. It takes up less space 
and does not spoil. Europe knows 
nothing of handling corn meal, and 
even if she did, it would do her no 
good, because corn easily spoils 
Wheat does not, The sugar short- 
age in Europe has been caused by 
lack of transportation, hence it is 
up to America to get this necessary 
food to them In our ships and from 
our Hupplins. Fats are vital iu 
making ammunition, snch as nitro- 
glycerine, and In keeping tbi 
diers in warmth-producing food. 
The chief reason why so much Stress 
is laid upon the saving of pork, is 
because it is easiest kept and con- 
tains nourishment and fat. Pork 
products, such as bacon, hums and 
shoulders, may tie kept for an inde- 
finite period, whereas other meats 
spoil unless they are kept on lee. 
Refrigerator "hips cannot be had ex- 
cept in limited numbers, hence it is 
desirable to transport only II. 
supplies which take up the le 
cargo space with the miuimum risk 
of spoiling 

No man or woman in this country 
would refuse a starving person a 
slice of bread, but this is, indirect- 
ly, what we are doing. The Allies 
'■old ing back the German 
hordes while the American armies 
are preparing. Yet these people 
are in want, their children are suf- 
fering from lack of proper food, and 
if we refuse to give up some of our 
pleasures of taste, that their suf 
ferings may be relieved, we are 
I in the same position as one 
who has plenty yet will not give to 
the hungry. 

Already we have shipped to the 
Allies our surplus supply of wheat, 
and now all fu 

come from savings from our dally 
conaumption. If we fail iu this, 
we will have sacrificed thousands 
upon thousands of lives to our taste 
and greed, by prolonging the war. 
By getting food to the Allies we en- 
able them to hold Germany until 
American troops get on the fighting 
front, and once they are there vic- 
tory is in sight.

Compulsory Education Law. 

The Deaf of Kentucky, through 
their Alumni Association, are seek- 
ing to have a compulsory education 
law placed upon the statue books 
of the State. A bill has been in 
troduced in the House by Mr. 
Welch, of Jessamine county, which 
will, if passed, go far to remedy the 
injustice done to many a deaf child 
by ignorant or selfish parents or 
guardians. 

All the reasons that make such a 
law desirable for the protection of 
the rights of hearing children apply 
with oven greater force in the case 
of the deaf child. A certain degree 
of education can be acquired through 
the ear by the hearingchlld through 
association and contact with others 
even if he never attends school a 
day, but the deaf child's only chance 
for mental development that will 
restore him to society is at a school 
where instruction is by methods 
suited to his special needs. 

It is not enough that the State 
guarantee an education! to each 
child that applies — society must 
step in and protect the right of the 
helpless against any who would rob 
them of it. The management of 
this school has the names of quite a 
number of children who are grow- 
ing up in ignorance, because those 
whose duty it is to plan for their 
welfare either do not realize their 
responsibility or are false to their 
trust. 

Statistics collected by the Federal 
Government, show that practically 
as large a per cent of the educated 
l are self supporting as of I tic- 
hearing, whereas the uneducated 
deaf are very often a charge upon 
society. It would be noting moe- 
than an act of "enlightened selfisih 
iichh" on the part of the State to in- 
quire that every child within its 
borders be given an education. — 
Kentucky Standard.

Beginning with the February num- 
ber Everybody's Mageusine is publish- 
ing Brand Whitlock's " Memories of 
Belgium." Mr. Whitlock is tbe 
American" Minister to Belgium, who 
has been in that country since De- 
cember, 1913. While most of us 
newspaper readers remember more or 
less of those early days of the war, 
we have to make allowance for fake 
news and exaggerations. In the 
March number he gives a " tre- 
mendous picture of the German entry 
into Brussels. In succeeding num- 
bers, act by act, the tragedy will be 
unfolded— a vital revelation and a 
message to America at war." 

A Council Bluffs paper prints the 
following re a letter from France: — 

The housewives who think it a 
drudge to gather up tbe laundry on 
the appointed morning for the 
wagon, or who doing their own 
work, have the usual " bine Mon- 
day," can be thankful that they are 
not as close to the war zone as their 
French sisters. The women ' ' over 
there" have to go to public wash 
places in the middle of the town, 
and there with what soap is available 
scrub, pound, thresh, or anyway-to- 
get-the-clothes clean in the cold 
water. And the soldier boys dp 
about the same way, according to 
"Private Waldo Merrill, writing to 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. H W. 
Merrill. 

The young soldier, in his letters, 
reiterates the plea of his comrades 
for sweets, "not particular what it 
is," he writes, "just so it's sweet." 
The mail service is getting lined out 
now, he writes, but for a time it was 
parctically stopped. Some mail to 
him was from November 13th to 
January 24th, in getting acrosa. 

Private Merrill has asked his 
mother to send him every week, or 
at least every two weeks: ' ' Socks, 
handkerchief, candy, dates, towels 
and soap — remember the candy," 

In the rather belated January 
Frat, the general editor takes notice 
of us two women correspondents of 
the Journal, who discussed the ad- 
mission-of-women to the N. F. S. 
D. question. Regarding the age 
limit, he says if the women are ad 
mitted it would probably be the 
same as for men — that is 55 years. 
To me. he says the columns of the 
Frat are open for discussion of the 
question. 

I may avail myself of this privilege 
should sufficient interest develop 
in ihe discussion. The matter was 
mentioned in the Journal so that 
it might reach women who do not see 
the Ft at. It was possible that some 
women might come forward with 
some helpful ideas. Probably an in- 
dependent organization of women, 
such as I suggested, would make 
mistakes at first, and have to learn 
by sad experience, but so did tbe 
N. F. S. D. in its early days. But 
there seems little interest in the 
subject by women in general, be- 
cause most intelligent deaf women 
are already members of various or- 
ganizations and they are now also 
expecting to do their share of some 
form or other of Red Cross work. 

Isaac Wittwer received another 
letter from the distinguished French- 
man, M. Henri Gaillard. He ac- 
knowledges receiving some pictures 
sent over by Mr. Wittwer. The 
letter is written in English. He 
evidently finds his knowledge of this 
language useful. How many of us 
Hueut American deaf correspondents 
also write French?

" It You cannot on the Ocean" 

A woman who has blessed many 
thousands by ber poetry is Mrs. 
Ellen M. Huntington Gates, who ia 
*iill living in New York City. She 
was born in Torrington, Con- 
necticut, and her brother, Collis P. 
Huntington, became a famous 
financier. 

One afternoou in the winter of 
I860, when the snow was falling, 
Mrs. Gates, then Miss Huntington, 
was looking out ot the window at it, 
and thinking of the gallant sailors 
out on the Atlantic who were at that 
minute facing the tempest, " laugh- 
ing at the storms they met." 
" Well, I cannot do that fine 
thing," she thought, "but I can do 
my little pari here at home." 

Thus the thought of that hymn, 
'■ If yon cannot on the ocean," 
e tine to her, and she wrote it on ber 
slate. Iu those days slates were 
widely used where today we used 
tablets of paper. As soon as she 
had written it, she knelt down and 
asked God to nless ihe poem be bad 
given her. Afterwards she said. 

" The song wrote itself, and I 
knew, as I know now, that the poem 
was only a simple little thing, but 
somehow I had a presentiment that 
it had wings and would fly into 
sorrowful hearts, uplftlng and 
strenghtening them. And here is 
what the yonng poet wrote on her 
slate that snowy afternoon in that 
Mid year of our Civil War:

Or in it not ad 
awkward proof of the cynical claim 
of the Htm that in wartime one get* 
sccostomed to fell and ruthless 
things, and that humanity harden*? 
For "Shrapnel Corners" to the re- 
flecting person is one of the sad- 
dest peeps iu Toronto, though, odd- 
ly enough, actually one of the 
ch< It is the name that has 

stock. Some day when war is over 
it may he even historic, to the cor- 
ner of Tuoge and College Streets. 
Here on foor or five park benches 
amy he seen every afternoon about 
thirty or forty returned wounded 
men from the Central Military 
Hospital close by. Maimed and 
be-crutcbed for the most part, all 
limpinp or with an armlesM sleeve, 
they are usually as merry and chat 
tering as so many monkeys, whit- 
ing away their convalescence. 

Of course, none of the severer 
cases come to public view. Up in 
tbe top ward of that dull red brick 
building, there are sadder thing* 
than one in ten thousand of those 
who pass can fancy. There are in 
all 150 cases at the hospital, and 
there are 100 outdoor eases. Any 
artificial limb ease is treated at 
■rth Toronto, so that even these 
College Street cases are not the re 
fleet ion of the worst war has 
brought the world. 

Bat tbe lioyrare our best exem- 
plification at this enormous distance 
of the indomitable cheerfulness 
which has added Canada's quota to 
the noble traditions of the British 
army. Wet or fine, storm or sun- 
shine, these wounded boys never 
seem to stop smiling. What tbey 
do at mesj times can only be guessed. 
If tbey are not smiling they are 
smoking. These yon r^g heroes seem 
to find in pipe or cigarette the re- 
collected comfort " My Lady Nico- 
tine" brought them in the vile mud 
of a Flanders field, or possibly even 
of tbe solace it gave when after 
their wound the fumes carried away 
the black depression of tbe night- 
mare of tbe trenches. For is it not 
a« true today in spite nf subter- 
ranean warfare, as of Waterloo,
